AT  THE  HEIGHT  of  last  month’s  General  Election  campaign, 
a  search  of  Google  News  for  media  reports  published  in  the 
past  24  hours  on  the  British  National  Party  brought  up  20  pages 
of  stories  ....  all  but  a  handful  were  attacking  the  BNP. 

A  similar  search  on  the  website  of  The  Times ,  once  Britain’s 
newspaper  of  record,  revealed  a  full  page  of  anti-BNP  reports,  the 
majority  by  Fiona  Hamilton,  and  not  one  article  that  mentioned  the 
Party  in  an  uncritical  light. 

Since  the  BNP’s  electoral  breakthrough  in  2002,  and  our  continued 
progress  over  the  past  eight  years,  the  media  has  had  a  field  day 
attacking  the  British  National  Party.  During  this  time,  however,  there 
was  always  a  handful  of  journalists  who  would  treat  the  BNP  fairly 
and  report  on  our  activities  in  an  unbiased  fashion  which  gave  us 
hope  that  one  day  their  colleagues  in  the  media  might  follow  suit. 
But  now  we  must  face  the  reality  that  this  is  not  going  to  happen. 
Those  few  intrepid  journalists  who  reported  on  the  British  National 
Party  without  the  usual  smears  have  been  silenced  by  the  NUJ 
and  anti-BNP  bullyboys  so  now,  apart  from  in  a  handful  of  local 
newspapers,  there  is  no  unbiased  reporting  on  the  BNP. 

There  was  an  interesting  example  of  the  bullyboys  at  work  when 
the  Brentwood  Gazette  published  an  uncritical  report  on  a  British 
National  Party  election  meeting.

Anti-BNP  proponents  of  electoral 
reform  say  that  a  5%  threshold 
plus  an  additional  2.5%  safeguard 
for  good  measure,  would  keep  the 
BNP  out  of  Westminster  but  they 


would  be  wrong  if  our  votes  in  the 
constituencies  below  were  replicated 
across  the  country. 

Our  General  Election  results 
were  very  much  like  those  in  the 
European  Elections  of  2004.  We 
failed  to  win  a  seat  so  were  written 
off  by  the  political  pundits,  but  on 
closer  analysis  our  results  deserve 
much  more  than  to  be  dismissed  out 
of  hand. 

In  nearly  200  seats  our  votes  were 
around  the  4%  mark  and  we  were 
firmly  established  as  the  fourth 
political  party.  This  is  something 
to  build  on  and  shows  that  we  have 
a  presence  across  the  country.

Unison’s  labour  councillor 
disqualified  in  Barking 

Police  investigate  64  cases  of  electoral  fraud 


Election  fraud  by 

the  Labour  Party  has 
forced  one  of  its  newly-elected 
councillors  for  the  Goresbrook 
Ward  in  Barking  to  resign. 

The  ward  previously  held  by 
British  National  Party  GLA 
member  Richard  Bambrook, 
was  contested  by  the  high  profile 
trade  unionist  Labour  candidate 
Louise  Couling,  while  she  was 
still  a  council  employee.  Such 
open  party  allegiance  is  forbidden 
under  council  rules. 

Couling ’s  employment  record 
was  uncovered  as  part  of  an 
ongoing  investigation  into 
election  fraud  in  Barking  being 
conducted  by  the  former  leader 
of  the  BNP  opposition  on  the 
council,  Richard  Bambrook. 

“We  informed  the  Labour  Party 


that  we  would  be  going  to  court 
on  this  matter,”  Mr  Bambrook 
said. 

“Faced  with  this  legal  threat, 
the  Labour  councillor  threw  in 
the  towel  and  resigned.” 

A  by-election  will  be  held  shortly 
and  Barking  &  Dagenham 
British  National  Party  will  be 
holding  a  selection  meeting 
to  decide  their  candidate  but 
Richard  Bambrook  warns  that 
the  Party  has  a  mountain  to 
climb  after  Labour’s  resounding 
victory  on  May  6th. 

“We  have  to  be  realistic  about 
this  election,”  he  told  a  planning 
meeting  of  local  activists. 

“We  know  what  happened 
here  and  the  reasons  why 
it  happened  and  will  try  to 
address  our  campaign  as  such.

“The  committee  does  not  accept 
that  references  to  ‘immigrants’  are 
of  themselves  suggestive  of  any 
particular  views  on  race. 

“A  negative  comment  about 
immigration  to  the  UK  of  itself 
need  not  be  indicative  of  racial 
intolerance.”

Workers,  told  the  panel  that  the  ex¬ 
teacher  did  not  accept  his  postings 
were  racist  and  that  he  had  not 
talked  about  his  political  views  to 
pupils  or  staff.

“The  committee  has  upheld  the 
right  of  Adam  Walker  and  every 
other  teacher  in  the  country  to 
criticise  Government  policy.” 
Following  its  successful  defence 
of  the  teacher,  the  Solidarity 
Trade  Union  issued  a  warning 
to  employers  who  persecute 
employees  because  of  their 
political  beliefs. 

“The  right  not  to  be  persecuted 
for  your  beliefs,  as  apart  from 
professional  actions,  was  at  the 
cornerstone  of  trade  unions  in  the 
early  part  of  the  20th  century. 
“Unfortunately  the  leadership  of 
many  trade  unions  have  become 
absorbed  into  the  establishment 
and  will  only  protect  those  whose 
views  coincide  with  their  own. 
“We  at  Solidarity  will  protect  our 
members  on  a  point  of  principle 
regardless  of  any  party  political 
differences  we  may  have  outside 
the  workplace. 

“We  caution  any  employer  or 
public  body  that  seeks  to  infringe 
those  rights.  Go  down  that  road 
and  you  will  have  a  fight  on  your 
hands.”

THE  British  National  Party’s 
Policy  Department  explains 
the  core  values  and  central 
theme  behind  the  BNP’s 
General  Election  Manifesto. 


WE  are  British  Nationalists, 
which  means  that  the 
British  Nation  is  the  centre  of 
our  attention.

Between 
two-thirds  and  three  quarters  of 
the  ancestors  of  the  indigenous 
population  were  the  paeleolithic 
people  who  settled  in  Britain 
following  the  retreat  of  the  last  Ice 
Age.  All  subsequent  immigration 
of  closely  related  Celts,  Anglo- 
Saxons,  Danes,  Norsemen, 
Normans  and  French  contributed 
less  than  a  third  of  the  ancestry  of 
indigenous  Britons. 

We  believe  that  cultures  are  the 
product  of  distinctive  peoples  and 
not  that  peoples  are  the  product 
of  the  cultures  to  which  they  are 
exposed. 

We  recognise  that  a  change  in 
the  population  of  a  country  will 
inevitably  change  its  culture:  its 


values,  its  beliefs,  its  behaviour 
and  that  is  why  we  oppose 
immigration. 

Whilst  citizenship  can  be  acquired 
by  legal  process,  nationality  is 
conferred  by  descent.  The  British 
people  have  been  confused  by 
legislators  who  have  studiously 
confused  the  two  concepts.

THE  National  Union  of 

Mineworkers  (NUM)  and 
Communications  Workers’  Union 
(CWU)  wrote  to  Andrew  Brons  asking 
him  to  raise  the  issue  the  victimisation 
of  trade  unionists  in  Columbia  at  the 
European  Parliament. 

He  did  just  that,  submitting  a  Written 
Question  on  the  subject. 

Andrew  asked  the  Commission 
whether  or  not  it  has  evidence  that 
the  allegations  made  by  the  unions 
are  correct  and,  if  it  does,  whether  or 
not  it  is  prepared  to  suspend  this  trade 
agreement.

ON  May  20th  in  the  European 
Parliament  in  Strasbourg, 
Andrew  Brons  told  fellow  MEPs 
debating  European  Economic 
Governance:

“Legal  minimum  wage  levels 
will  not  prevent  our  workers 
being  undercut  covertly  by 
migrant  workers,  the  outsourcing 
of  the  work  of  our  peoples  or  the 
moving  of  our  manufacturing  to 
the  Third  World.” 


LAST  month  at  the  European 
Parliament  in  Strasbourg, 
Andrew  Brons  not  only 
addressed  the  MEPs  but  also  the 
European  Commission  President 
Jose  Manuel  Barroso. 

During  his  three  minute  speech 
on  the  Commission’s  Programme 
for  2010,  Andrew  Brons  told  the 
Parliament  and  President: 

“The  Commission’s  document 
refers  to  the  alleged  need  to 
develop  further  legal  immigration 
policies  to  alleviate  the  perils  of 
demographic  ageing.

“Distinctive  cultures  are  made  by 
distinctive  peoples  and  not  the 
another  way  around.  We  are  not 
the  products  of  our  cultures.  Our 
cultures  are  the  products  of  our 
peoples. 

“Replacing  Europeans  with  people 
from  the  Third  World  will  mean 
that  Europe  is  replaced  by  the 
Third  World.”

In  contrast,  we  like  to  make  serious  political  points  about  the  actions 
of  the  Eurocrats  and  the  positions  that  they  hold.  Recently,  I  asked 
Baroness  Ashton,  the  EU’s  High  Representative  (or  Foreign  Minister) 
whether  she  could  act  according  to  4  mandate  from  the  Council 
(which  for  all  its  faults  at  least  contains  representatives  of  member 
states),  when  she  was  also  a  Vice  President  of  the  (unelected  and 
unaccountable)  Commission,  had  her  office  in  the  Commission 
building  and  relied  on  advice  from  Commission  staff. 

Article  18  of  the  Lisbon  Treaty  articulates  the  myth  that  she  and 
her  successors  will  be  mandated  by  the  Council. 

On  another  occasion  I  asked  the  Commissioner  for  Inter-Institutional 
Relations,  Mr.  Sefkovics,  whether  it  was  right  for  Mr.  Rompuy,  the 
President  of  the  European  Council,  to  refuse  to  submit  himself  to 
questioning  in  the  Parliament,  simply  because  he  was  not  elected  or 
removable  by  it. 

However,  in  my  last  article  in  Freedom ,  I  did  unintentionally  insult 
Baroness  Ashton.  I  referred  to  her  position  as  High  Commissioner 
instead  of  High  Representative. 

As  readers  will  know,  a  high  commissioner  is  the  equivalent  of  an 
ambassador,  a  representative  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  another 
country.  The  difference  is  that  a  high  commissioner  is  a  representative 
of  the  United  Kingdom  to  a  Commonwealth  country,  whereas  an 
ambassador  is  a  representative  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  a  country 
that  is  not  in  the  Commonwealth.

AS  expected  it  was 
a  difficult  General 
Election  night  for  British 
National  Party  candidates 
across  the  South  of 
England. 

However,  against  the  odds, 
there  were  some  encouraging 
results  which  hold  out  distinct 
promise  for  the  future.

EIGHT  YEARS  of  continual  progress  in  local 
elections  had  to  come  to  an  end  sooner  or  later. 

The  three  main  parties  seem  to  have  their  setbacks 
almost  every  other  year,  so  for  the  British  National  Party 
to  have  its  first  since  2002  is  no  mean  achievement. 
That  provides  scant  comfort  for  our  720  tenacious 
candidates  who  on  Thursday  May  6th  contested 
701  council  seats. 

We  lost  some  good  councillors  and  the  communities 
they  served  will  be  the  poorer  for  it.  In  many  cases  the 
number  of  votes  for  the  BNP  went  up,  but  this  couldn’t
